where  the  merits  of  the  bass  voices 
showed  to  their  best  advantage  In 
the  phrase  "My  Soul  Ever  Lon^eth.  ' 
and  the  mezzos  In  "My  Heart  and 
Flesh  Do  Cry";  and  the  final 
choruses.

When  tho  Bill  to  amend  the  Dairy  Prodnrt.s 
SlUet  AdJu«Unent  Act  waa  before  the  Leglslaluit- 
•dvtee  WM  UBdand  froa  a  Tartoty  of  quarters 
that  It  was  ultra  vires  of  the  ProTlnce.  Members 
of  the  Legialature  offered  thle  aUtement.  It  waa 
vtfloed  In  the  preta.  The  most  ▼Igorotw  opponent* 
of  the  legislation,  following  legal  advice,  also  ar- 
rived at  the  same  conclusion.  Now  the  Judicial 
CoouBlttee  of  the  Privy  CouncU  has  declared  that 
British  Columbia  cannot  legislate  to  enable  a 
eommlttee  of  direction  to  make  levies  on  milk 
produeen.  In  effect,  a«  waa  etelmad  by  ao  many 
from  the  beginning,  the  Legislature  cannot  create 
a  trust  to  stifle  genuine  competition  In  trade. 

It  to  a  pity  that  to  mrndh  tlma  diould  have 
rlapsrd,  that  so  many  Injustices  should  have  been 
Inflicted  and  that  so  much  expense  In  litigation 
«boald  h»fn  been  Inenrred  over  leftototlon  which 
is  now  declared  ultra  vires.  The  Judgment  of  the 
Imperial  Privy  CouncU  should  be  a  lesson  to 
Provtaietol  Leglalatiarea  nok  to  Interfere  with  mat- 
ters which  do  not  rightly  come  within  their  pur- 
view. The  pity  of  It  all  Is  that  In  the  case  of 
the  amendment  to  the  Dairy  Produete  Salei  Ad- 
justment Act  much  dlscrlminatloh  has  been  In- 
nittti  Tha  percentage  of  producers  who  have 
Buffered.  probaMy  eannot  bo  reimbursed  for 
amounts  they  are  out  of  pocket  as  In  legislation 
of  this  character,  which  Is  ultimately  declared 
ultra  vlree,  there  aeems  to  be  no  redreaa.  Thus 
where  legislation  Is  either  half  baked,  or  In 
cases  where  It  should  never  have  been  enacted 
beeauae  It  to  beyond  the  power  of  the  authority 
concerned,  there  Is  a  distinct  measure  of  unfair 
play.  That  la  the  aspect  that  should  be  exam- 
ined far  more  thorough)y»than  It  has  been  In  the 
past  before  Irglslallon  Is  Inflicted  which  f\nally 
proves  to  be  nugatory,  but  not  before  the  dis- 
erlmlnatlon  It  shows  has  done  tta  harm.  The 
latest  Judgment  should  indicate  to  Legislatures 
that  It  Is  not  the  part  of  stateamanshlp  to  In- 
terfere with  the  tow  of  supply  and  demand.  In 
many  particulars  where  thera  ha*  been  legislative 
enactment  reapectlng  economlca,  It  has  not  Im- 
proved the  situation.

The  practice  among  several  nations  of  sub- 
sidizing their  shipping,  and  in  some  Instances 
ebploying  state  merchant  mailnes  which  are  a 
charge  on  the  tajqMyera,  Is  responsible,  at  least 
In  part,  lor  the  tonnage  of  British  merchant- 
men that  to  lying  Idle.  If  Britain  adopted  the 
poUey  of  aobventlon  the  iltttatlon  would  not  be 
laprovtd.

Britain  has  already  forgiven  her  debtor  allies 
DtUlona  of  their  War  Debts.  She  to  paying  her 
ireditor  associate  millions  which  she  owes.  Both 
tier  debtor  allies  and  her  creditor  associate  are 
oilng  mlUlooa,  from  the  payment  of  which  they 
have  been  relieved,  or  in  the  case  of  the  United 
S^tes  millions  of  what  has  been  paid,  in  the 
effort  to  taring  to  a  condltlm  of  weakness  the 
British  mercantile  marine  which  Is  used  for  feed- 
ing the  population  of  the  British  Isles.  There  Is 
a  propoaal  that  Ibltaln  haa  reached  a  point 
where  .-^hc  .shduid  retaliate,  and  the  retaliation 
suggested  Is  that  countries  which  subsidize  their 
•hipping  at  Brltahi's  eitpenae  ahould  be  penaltoed 
by  having  their  ve.s.sel.s  charged  double  dues  when 
loading  or  unloading  In.  any  part  of  the  world  t 
Where  the  Brlttoh  flag  to  flown.  The  suggestion 
Is  also  that  the  money  thU»  raised  should  be  paid 
Into  a  fund  for  the  compenaation  of  British  ship- 
owners for  laylnt  up  their  veaaeto. 

It  Is  also  .suggested  that  Britain  shmiM  re- 
enact  In  a  modernized  form  the  Navigation  Laws 
repeated  In  18M  through  which  ahe  could  close 
her  wdrld-wide  coasting  trade  in  further  de- 
fensive action.  This  is  a  matter  that  should  have 
been  discussed  at  the  Imperial  Conference  but 

II  Wa.s  not,  prcbably  being  lo.st  .sight  of  In  the 
multiplicity  of  other  subjects.  If  BrlUln,  how- 
ever, would  Uke  a  lead  the  anttelpatlon  to  that 
the  Dominions  would  follow  suit  becau.sc  they 
are  vitally  Interested.  The  situation  now  devel- 
oping foreshadows  a  time  when  the  Dominions 
might  be  dependent  on  foreign  shipping  for  the 
carriage  overaeas  of  their  crops  and  other 
products.

The  tote  lir.  W.  B.  PMaBNini,  bad  a  host  of 

fiiend.s  in  Victoria,  In  the  province  and  through- 
out the  Dominion.  In  late  years,  prior  to  hla  re- 
tmnentreeentlr,  he  wae  widely  known  as  Indian 

Commissioner  for  British  Columbia.  In  earlier 
years  he  was  noted  in  the  field  of  lacrosse,  having 
proved  htanaelf  one  of  the  best  players  of  the 
game  when  British  Columbia  led  Canada  In  the 
paatlme.  Mr.  Dltchburn  s  earlier  career  was  In 
the  newapaper  craft  and  aa  a  conaequence  he  was 
nown  to  many  of  the  old-time  aewqwermen  in 
Uiis  province. 

Penoaally,  Mr.  Dltchbum  was  a  llkeabto. 
friendly  Individual.  His  love  of  sport  lasted  all 
his  life,  as  it  does  in  the  case  of  those  who  excel 
in  athlettaa  tn  their  earUer  days.  Some  years  ago 
(.»>  took  up  golf,  upon  which  he  remained  very 
keen  until  ill  health  forced  him  off  the  links.  As 
Indian  CoainUaatoacr  the  regime  of  Mr.  Ditch- 
burn  was  one  always  eminently  fair,  and  he  had 
acquired  a  very  high  reputation  for  the  Justice 
which  he  brought  to  bear  In  carrying  out  his 
ofnce  during  the  twenty  years  In  which  he  was 
the  Dominion  Government's  representative  In 
dealing  with  the  Indians  In  thU  provUice.  His 
passing  will  be  very  keenly  mourned  by  the  very 
large  number  of  those  who  knew  him  ao  well, 
both  of  the  older  and  more  modem  generation.

The  overaU  length  of  the  Normandle  Is  1,029 
feet,  her  beam.  118  feet,  and  draught,  16.6  feet. 

She  Is  to  have  turbo-electric  propulsion  with  four 
turbines  totaling  IW.OOO  horse  power,  each  serv- 
ing an  alternator  working  at  a  tenalon  of  6,000 
volts.  The  Normandle  will  cros.s  the  Atlantic, 
sailing  for  Havre  with  the  usual  stop  at  Plymouth. 
In  less  than  five  days.  The  vessel  waa  tounched 
on  October  29,  her  hull  having  taken  21  months 
In  construction.  It  was  through  the  material 
support  of  the  French  Government  that  her  con- 
struction was  made  possible.  In  Britain  work  on 
the  great  new  Cunard  liner  had  to  be  suspended 
because  of  economic  conditions.  Thui  Brltahi 
haa  auspended  her  claims  for  the  most  com- 
aodloas  and  fastest  travel  on  the  Atlantic.

I  suggested,  In  the  issue  of  The 

Bridge  World  magazine  of  October, 
1979.  that  "there  is  a  splendid  op- 
portunity for  the  English  and 
American  committees  to  bury  their 
dlfference.s  In  drafting  a  rode  of 
laws  that  would  be  standard  for  the 
entire  SngUshwqwaklng  world 

This  suggestloa  mat  with  a  hearty 
response  from  the  laws  committer 
of  the  Whist  and  PorUand  Cltibs, 
and  later  the  Commlaslon  Francaise 
du  Bridge,  an  organization  repre- 
senting the  French  bridge  players, 
joined  the  movement.  To  nld  ihfm 
in  repre.sentlng  the  wishes  of  Ameri- 
can bridge  players  the  Whist  Club 
named  an  American  eo-operatlng 
oominlttee.  of  which  I  have  the 
honor  of  being  chairman. 

RULES  FAIR  TO  ALL 
It  was  not  pa.sy  to  reach  an  In- 
ternational agreement  on  the  code 
of  laws  of  contract  bridge.  Of  ne- 
cessity there  was  a  great  deal  of 
give  and  take,  hut  the  eode  as  a 
whole  Is  a  ipleadld  erampla  of  a 
weU-thougbt-«ttt  tagMattoa  equally 
fair  Jit  iB  American, 
Frenqnrtan  or  a  Chinese 

Many  beglnner.s  In  bridRo  are  apt 
to  confu.se  the  laws  and  ruU'.s  of 
contract  bridge  with  methods  and 
systems  of  contract  bridge  The 
laws  and  rules  of  contrari,  bridge 
deal  only  with  the  formal  procedure 
and  scoring  of  the  game;  the  meth- 
ods and  systems  deal  with  the  ques-

trump  tricks  below  the  line.  The 
new  law  provides  that  first,  third, 
fifth  and  seventh  tricks  at  no-trump 
shall  have  the  value  of  thirty  points 
each,  while  the  second,  fourth  and 
sixth  shall  have  a  value  of  forty 
points  each.  I  do  not  know  how 
other  minds  work,  but  this  business 
of  odd  and  even  for  ao-tmmps  will 
surely  overburden  my  poor  head.  It 
seenU  to  me  the  quickest  way  out  is 
to  tass  up  a  coin  after  each  no- 
trump.  According  to  the  doctrine  of 
chances  It  wlU  pssve  to  be  efosUy 

scientific. 

It  will  be  noted  that  three  no- 
trump  will  still  score  game,  but  Its 
value  ia  100  and  not  105  points,  ss 
heretofore.  This  is.  of  oouise,  a 
concession  to  Howell  match  point 
scoring,  being  an  eflwt  to  equalise 
the  vidue  of  no-trump  and  a  minor 
suit  game.  Another  change  which 
no  doubt  had  its  origin  in  duplicate 
scoring  is  that  the  value  of  an  over- 
trick  no  longer  remains  at  fifty 
polnt.s.  but  has  the  same  value  as 
the  trick  scored  below  the  line.  Thus, 
if  you  bid  one  diamond  and  make 
throe  diamonds,  yoa  noer  aoore 
twenty  below  the  Une  and  forty 
above.  Instead  of,  as  under  the  old 
laws,  twan^  btiow  the  Una  and  100 
above.  There'll  be  a  loud  wiUl  jfMm 
the  chronic  underbidders. 

MATTIU  COMPLICATID 
The  new  seorlag  has  many  vAnU 
in  Its  fever,  but  many  players -will 
object  that  it  is  too  dlfflcult  to  re- 
member and  compute.  For  my  own 
part  I  feel  sorry  for  the  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  women  who,  with 
the  old  scoring,  got  aUjng  quite  well 
with  a  count  of  ten  fingers,  but  who 
now.  with  the  new  scoring,  may  find 
it  necessary  to  remove  their  shoes 
to  emait  en  their  teee  as  mil. 

To  what  extent  will  this  new  scor- 
ing table  affect  the  methods  of  bid- 
ding and  play  in  various  systems, 
and  particularly  in  the  Culbertson 
.syst.pin? 

There  are  not  enough  differences 
between  both  scorings  to  warrant 
any  radical  change  hi  the  methods 
of  bUkUng  and  jday  used,  although 

a  number  of  minor  adaptations  will 
be  required.  For  Instance.  In  the 
Culbertson  system  a  grand  slam  bid 
was  excluded  except  with  the  rarest 
lavdown  hands  becau.sp  the  premium 
of  1,000  pomts  was  not  vulnerable 
and  1,500  points  vulnerable  could 
.seldom  JusUfy  the  gamble.  With  the 
new  grand  slam  premiums  of  1,500 
points  not  vulnerM>le  and  ajso

The  international  code  consists  of 
three  broad  sections :  <  1  >  Ethics. 
(2)  laws  and  rules.  (3>  scoring  table. 

EXhlcs— The  code  of  ethics  has 
been  rewritten,  clarified  and  en- 
larged. The  spirit  of  the  code  Is 
•>x  pressed  In  the  ststement  that  the 
laws  are  not  designed  to  prevent 
di.shonorable  practices,  for  which 
the  only  remedy  Is  ostracism.  There 
Is  little  doubt  that  ethics  of  a  mere 
game  like  contract  bridge  are  far 
.superior  ta  those  gsfveratng  basi- 

ness. 

Laws  and  Rules— The  form  of  the 
code  has  been  enUrely  changed.  The 
first  section  contains  a  number  of 
new  definitions  of  terms  UMd  in 
bridge,  saaoog  them  being  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Rotation— The  order  or  succes- 
-slon  of  the  game,  which  Is  from 
player  to  player  to  the  left,  in  the 
direction  tahM  bg  the  hands  of  a 

V  atch. 

Call — A  comprehensive  term  ap- 
plicable to  a  bid,  a  double,  a  re- 
double or  a  pass. 

Denomination— The  suit  or  no- 
tnunp  named  In  a  Md. 

Bid— A  ean  by  which  a  player 
offers  to  centraet  that  his  elds  wlU 
win  at  least  as  many  odd  tricks 
(one  to  seven >  as  his  bid  specifies, 
provided  the  hand  Is  played  la  the 
denomination  he  names. 

Quitted  Trick— A  trick  which  has 
been  gathered  and  turned  by  a 
player  on  the  side  whi<  ii  ha<.  won  It 
and  from  whicl\  the  hand  of  the 
player  has  been  removed. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  the  tows  are 
designed  to  deAae  consst  proosaure 
and  to  provide  an  adequate  remedy 
In  all  rR.v»s  where  a  player  acci- 
dentally, carelessly  or  Inadvertently 
disturbs  the  proper  course  of  the 
game  or  gains  an  unintentional  but 
nevertheless  unfair  advantage.  While 
tn  most  Instances  the  penalties  are 
moderated  to  a  minimum  consistent 
with  jasttoe.  there  srs  a  few  cases 
where  they  appear  a  little  Mt  blood- 
thlnty.  Itr  Instanee.  the  penalty 
for  a  call  out  of  turn,  other  than  a 
pass.  Is  a  new  deal,  as  is  the  pen- 
alty for  a  player's  picking  up  his 
cards  while  the  deal  is  m  progress.

Bridge  playsn  generally  will  be 
much  mterested  in  the  changes 
relative  to  scoring  There  ha.n  been 
an  insistent  demand  for  an  Increase 
In  the  undoubted  not  vulnerable 
penalty  to  simplify  the  scoring  and 
to  curb  the  wave  of  so-called  peychlc 
or  bluff  bidding.

Consequently,  over- 
biddhig  to  stop  part  score  should  be 
tightened  up.  The  new  seortng  will 
have  a  considerable  Influence  on  de- 
fence bidding,  especially  in  pre- 
emptive or  shut-out  bids,  but  an 
overbid  by  three  tricks  not  vulner- 
able to  prevent  opponents  from  scor- 
ing a  game  Is  still  worth  while,  In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  loss  will 
now  be  450  pohito  histead  of  400 
pohita.  as  hi  ttM  oM  searing. 

There  are  .several  other  minor 
adaptations  In  the  Culbertson 
method  of  bidding  which  have  al- 
ready been  made  to  meet  the  new 
scoring  conditions.  All  In  all.  how- 
ever no  radical  changes  will  be  re- 
quired 

The  code  may  not  be  perfect,  but, 
whether  perfect  or  not,  It  la  a  step 
In  the  right  dbectlon  and  brings 
measurably  nearer  the  goal  which  I 

suggested  three  years  ago  and,  as 
chairman  of  the  American  co-op- 
erating committee,  I  am  glad  to  see 
the  consummation  of  a  much-de- 
sired end  Tlir  laws  of  bridge  are 
Important  The  game  of  bridge  Is 
the  favorite  (Msthne  Of  the  worid.  It 
will  be  made  even  mora  popufatr  if 
we  have  one  unlveraal  code,  appli- 
cable whether  we  are  playing  bridge 
hi  MaahatUn.  in  Wichita,  in  Lon- 
don, in  Paris,  or  in  Shanghai. 

And  the  Joint  committees  ought 
to  be  highlv  commended  for  pre- 
senting to  the  public  a  code  of  laws 
for  gentlemen,  made  by  gentlemen.

CLOVERDALE,  Nov.  11.— The  so- 
lution of  the  world's  dimcultics  lies 
in  education — "but  not  in  your  part 
of  It,"  Hon  Jashua  Hinchliffe.  Min- 
ister of  Education,  told  more  than 
200  teachers  at  the  twenty -.second 
annual  convention  of  the  Fraser 
Valley  Teachens'  Institute,  held  here 
yeeterday.  Teachera  .might  help  in 
some  meeeure  towards  that  eon- 
summation,  but  the  hone  and  oom- 
munlty  had  their  plaoe  In  edtwatloo. 
"Our  young  people  muet  be  trained," 
he  said,  "to  have  a  different  outlook 
on  life." 

It  had  been  suggested,  said  Mr. 
Hinchliffe,  that  depression  can  be 
obviated  only  by  education,  but  this 
was  only  partly  true:  overythinR  de- 
pended upon  whether  the  young 
had  the  right  education  to  unravel 
the  tangle.  He  pointed  out  that 
Germany  was  the  leading  nation  In 
edttoetlonal  nMttecs  at  the  time  of 
the  war.  Toung  men  Itft  their  own 
eoUegee  to  go  to  Oennaay  to  finish 
their  education.  Would  Germany 
have  Imd  a  difTerent  outlook  with 
more  education?  he  a.sked.  He  did 
not  think  that  more  algebra  or  even 
the  dlflerential  calculus  Improved 
conditions. 

SELFISH  ATTITUDE 

While  admitting  the  great  dls- 
ooverles.  the  results  of  education,  he 
said  the  harvest  of  education  and 
free  education  was  boys  of  from 
eighteen  to  twenty  years  of  age  In 
the  toUs  of  the  law  The  difficulty 
was,  he  was  told,  that  up  to  the 
present  it  had  been  a  case  of  every 
man  for  himself.  Eduoatloo  to  teach 
thoughtfiUness  for  othars  was  what 
was  required. 

The  visiting  teachers  were  wSl- 
oomed  by  Reev^  J.  T.  Brown; 
George  M.  Brown,  chairman  of  the 
Surrey  School  Bo.irfl,  and  R.  Jenks, 
president  of  the  In.stituto.
